A little - reco gnized pro blem 
related to rain is that it reduces the reflectiv e 
qualities o f so me signs. But signs co v ered with 
a transparent, plastic co at, retain their reflec­ 
tiv e qualities ev en when wet. Failing to see the 
fo rmer ty pe o f sign o n a dark, rainy night co uld 
be fatal. 
Ex perts adv ise mo to rists to let highway o fficials 
kno w abo ut signs that can’t be seen in the rain. 
Ro ad o il and grease: 
Ro ads accumulate a band 
o f o il and grease do wn the center o f each lane. 
The lo nger it is between rain sto rms, the mo re 
grease and o il are likely to be o n the ro ads. Rain 
flo ats this o il to the surface and causes “ o il 
slick’’ accidents. 
Heav y rain may wash o ff the o il in 30 minutes, 
but a gentle o ne may preserv e the o il slick fo r as 
much as two ho urs. Reduced speed, especially 
when it begins to rain after a dry spell, is the 
o nly 
so lutio n to the pro blem, ex perts adv ise. 
Wet leav es and mud: So aked with water, leav es 
and mud may cause skids o r accidents when a 
driv er brakes o n them. 
Since bo th o ffer 
little tractio n, try to av o id 
braking 
o n them and reduce y o ur speed when 
y o u see these co nditio ns o n the ro ad, but do it 
befo re y o u get o n them.

1946 through February 1947, this 
time collecting $2,949.61. 
The only George Hall recorded 
as living in Marion during the past 
30 years died in 1938.

after 1938. 
The Hall families 
ln Marion know of no other 
George Hall who has lived there. 
The departed George Hall had 
a dramatic death.

COLUMBIA —The University of 
Missouri 
ranks 
26th among 
colleges 
and universities 
in 
annual expenditures for research 
and development, according to a 
survey completed recently by 
Industrial Research magazine. 
The University's total research 
and development expenditures for 
1966 were $19,472,269, with an 
expected increase of 20% in 1967. 
Between 
1960 
and 19G5, total 
research 
expenditures 
in the 
University increased more tlian 
eight times. In 
the two years 
since 
that 
time, 
the amount 
has increased 148%, as has the 
number of projects. The number 
of researchers involved has in­ 
creased more than 271%* 
Of the 25 institutions ranking 
higher 
than 
the University of 
Missouri, 
nine 
are within 
$10 million of her expenditures, 
and five are within $5 million 
of that amount. 
A breakdown of the University’s 
research 
funds 
by source in­ 
dicates that 55.1% came from the 
federal government, 37.1% from 
institutional 
funds, 2.4% from 
state contracts, 1.8% from indus­ 
trial 
contracts, and 8,1% from 
foundation grants. 
Academic 
departments per­ 
formed 65.6% of the research 
and development, wdiile 28.3% 
was 
done by agricultural ex­

The miserable showing of Ross Barnett in the 
Mississippi governorship election is evidence that 
the people are becoming more politically mature. 
There w^s a time when the candidate who could 
out-segregate the field vocally automatically be­ 
came the winner. 
Barnett always was a big promiser. 
He was not alone in this respect in Tuesday’s 
Mississippi election. 
The third man in the seven - candidate race was 
James ‘‘Little Jimmy” Swan, a country music 
singer who promised free segregated 
private 
schools if elected. 
Now how on earth could anyone deliver on a pro­ 
mise like that? 
Delivery in the past has not been necessary. 
Barnett became a national figure when he tried 
unsuccessfully to block integration at the Univer­ 
sity of Mississippi in 1962, but according to Sen. 
Robert Kennedy, then United States attorney gen­ 
eral, he made an undercover deal with him to per­ 
mit it.

A s a man whose promises hadn’t been tested, 
Swan was the more appealing.

trailed badly 
Tuesday despite a vig­ 
orous campaign. 
Segregation didn’t subordinate all other issues 
in the election. 
The front runners, State 
Treasurer William 
Winter and U.S. Rep. John Bell Williams, dis­ 
cussed other issues. Both are leaders whose qual­ 
ifications exceed those whose segregation views 
are their only appeal.

offer citizens something more forward looking

loyalty to a tradition or any single cause. 
There is

What are some of the special problems of driving 
in the rain, and what can you do about them? 
Automobile hydroplaning: This dangerous sit­ 
uation, which usually occurs during a heavy rain, 
happens when 
tires skim across tiie surface of 
the water. 
Hydroplaning usually happens at 55 
mph or more, but may occur at lower speeds. It 
is more likely to happen at lower speeds if the 
rear of a car is heavily loaded. 
Experts 
advise all drivers to slow down in the 


rain.

„u, 
which water from the 
roadway can be pushed 
and decrease the chances of hydroplaning, should 
be replaced by new ones. 
(If water can’t be 
pushed out of the way, it stays under the tire. 
Then the tire slides on it. That’s hydroplaning.) 
Reduced 
visibility: 
Rain reduces a driver’s 
vision. If the rain is especially heavy, motorists 
are advised to pull off on the shoulder and wait 
until the rain ends. 
Traffic signs: 
A little - recognized problem 
related to rain is that it reduces the reflective 
qualities of some signs. But signs covered w ith 
a transparent, plastic coat, retain their reflec­ 
tive qualities even when wet. Failing to see the 
form er type of sign on a dark, rainy night could 
be fatal. 
Experts advise motorists to let highway officials 
know about signs that can’t be seen in the rain. 
Road oil and grease: 
Roads accumulate a band 
of oil and grease down the center of each lane. 
The longer it is between rain storms, the more 
grease and oil are likely to be on the roads. Rain 
floats this oil to the surface and causes “ oil 
slick” accidents. 
Heavy rain may wash off the oil in 30 minutes, 
but a gentle one may preserve the oil slick for as 
much as two hours. Reduced speed, especially 
when it begins to rain after a dry spell, is the 
only 
solution to the problem, experts advise. 
Wet leaves and mud: Soaked with water, leaves 
and mud may cause skids or accidents when a 
driver brakes on them. 
Since both offer 
little traction, try to avoid 
braking 
on them and reduce your speed when 
you see these conditions on the road, but do it 
before you get on them.

The public supports individual businesses. The 
businesses 
in turn advertise and support the 
local 
newspaper, which both keeps the level of 
business activity up and informs the public. Thus 
the local newspaper returns two services in re ­ 
turn for each it receives.

The miserable showing of Ross Barnett In the 
Mississippi governorship election is evidence that 
the people are becoming more politically mature.

He was not alone in this respect in Tuesday’s 
Mississippi election.

Delivery in the past has not been necessary. 
Barnett became a national figure when he tried 
unsuccessfully to block integration at the Univer­ 
sity of Mississippi in 1962, but according to Sen.

trailed badly 
Tuesday despite a vig­ 
orous campaign. 
Segregation didn't subordinate all other issues 
in the election. 
The front runners, State 
Treasurer William 
Winter and U.S. Rep. John Bell Williams, dis­ 
cussed other issues. Both are leaders whose qual­ 
ifications exceed those whose segregation views 
are their only appeal.

governor of 
any state should be able to 
offer citizens something more forward looking 
than 
loyalty to a tradition or any single cause. 
There is 
much involved in giving sound lead­ 
ership to the best interests of any state. 
Either Winter or Williams will become gover­ 
nor.

runoff election will determine which it 
will be. 
Both have much to offer their state.

What are some of the special problems of driving 
in the rain, and wimt can you do about them? 
Automobile hydroplaning: This dangerous sit­ 
uation, which usually occurs during a heavy rain, 
happens when 
tires skim across the surface of 
the water. 
Hydroplaning usually happens at 55 
mph or more, but may occur at lower speeds. It 
lh more likely to happen at lower speeds if the 
rear of a ear is heavily loaded. 
Experts 
ad vim all drivers to slow down in the 


rain. 
Bald* tires, which have no groove* mw 
which water from the 
roadway can be pushed 
and decrease the chances of hydroplaning, should 
be replaced by new ones, 
(lf water can’t be 
pushed out of the way, it stays under the tire. 
Then the tire slides on it. That's hydroplaning.) 
Reduced 
visibility: 
Rain reduces a driver’s 
vision. If the rain is especially heavy, motorists 
are advised to pull off on the shoulder and wait 
until the rain ends. 
Traffic signs: 
A little - recognized problem 
related to rain is that it reduces the reflective 
qualities of some signs. But signs covered with 
a transparent, plastic coat, retain their reflec­ 
tive qualities even when wet. Failing to see the 
former type of sign on a dark, rainy night could 
be fatal. 
Experts advise motorists to let highway officials 
know about signs that can't be seen in the rain. 
Road oil and grease: 
Roads accumulate a band 
of oil and grease down the center of each lane. 
The longer It is between rain storms, the more 
grease and oil are likely to be on the roads. Rain 
floats this oil to the surface and causes “oil 
slick” accidents. 
Heavy rain may wash off the oil in 30 minutes, 
but a gentle one may preserve the oil slick for as 
much as two hours. Reduced speed, especially 
when it begins to rain after a dry spell, is the 
only 
solution to the problem, experts advise. 
Wet leaves and mud: Soaked with water, leaves 
and mud may cause skids or accidents when a 
driver brakes on them. 
Since both offer 
little traction, try to avoid 
braking 
on them and reduce your speed when 
you see these conditions on the road, but do it 
before you get on them.

A moment of delay, a wrong turn or an illegible 
street sign could mean the difference between 
death and life-saving oxygen adm inistered by the 
police or fire department. 
More and more cities, in an effort to eliminate 
driver confusion and to speed emergency s e r­ 
vices, especially at night, are converting to 
reflective street-nam e signs. 
These signs can 
be read more easily at night because they reflect 
light up to a distance of 2,000 feet. 
Detroit, for example, has budgeted $74,000 for 
such signs, excluding installation costs. “ Ambu­ 
lance drivers and the police, as well as the 
average motorist, can reach their destinations 
more quickly if they can read signs easily,” 
Alger F. Malo, director of streets and traffic 
said. 
“ Detroit drivers are delighted with them,” Malo 
udded, “ and business men think the signs have a 
mach better appearance. 
The signs are much 
more visible, provide a larger target for the 
driver, and can be seen from a greater distance 
and recognized earlier.” 
Other cities converting to these signs, which 
are usually green and white in color, include 
Abilene, Tex.; Milwaukee, Wis.; New York City; 
Huntsville, 
Ala.; 
Marion, 
Ohio, and several 
towns in California. 
Abilene’s director of traffic, Russell Taylor, 
said: 
“ We’re converting for several reasons. These 
signs provide better visibility in the daytime and 
excellent visibility at night. 
I believe they will 
reduce rear-end collisions. 
Drivers can read 
the signs a block away. Knowing when and where 
to turn, they muy not stop suddenly in an inter­ 
section — a primary cause of such collisions. 
“ These signs effectively help strangers coming 
into town and prevent people from getting lost. 
\iul they can mean the difference between whe­ 
ther or not Hie fire department can reach a tire 
quickly, especially on curving streets. 
“ Fire engine and police car drivers must l i ­ 


able to pick up their information well hi

These signs help,” Taylor concluded.
